The Federal Payroll?

Maybe he doesn’t realize it, but the 
average American citizen and tax- 
payer today is footing the bill for 
one of the largest payrolls in history. 

Moreover he is increasing it at 
a rate seldom, if ever, equalled in 
days of peace. 

For evidence of this, consider the 
growing list of Federal job-holders— 
whose pay checks come out of taxes 
charged ultimately to the American 
citizen and worker and earner. Here 
are some Official statistics from 
Washington: 

In June 1933, there were approxi- 
mately 565,900 job-holders on the 
Federal payroll—exclusive, of course, 
of the Army and Navy. 

By June 1934, the total had been 
boosted to more than 661,000. 

By June 30, 1935, it had soared to a 
total of 717,000. 

The climb continued. By Septem- 
ber of this year it had reached a 
peak of 794,000—~ll paid out of taxes. 

That’s a lot of job-holders. There 
are at least ten states in the Union 
that can’t count as many heads in 
their entire population. And they 
are costing the taxpayers more than 
$100,000,000 a month. 

But these figures tell only half 
the story. Add to the list of Federal 
job-holders the various public em- 
ployes of states, cities and smaller 
political divisions, and your total will 
run into millions—also paid out of 
taxes, direct and indirect, clipped 
from the average citizen’s earnings 
or savings. And remember, these 
totals include only the regular job- 
holders. They don’t include the 
numerous relief beneficiaries. That’s 
an entirely separate list. 

Expensive? Of course it’s expen- 
sive! No farmer, no merchant, no 
industrial concern, could succeed 
with such padded payrolls. But in 
government it’s different. The poli- 
ticians who pad the payroll don’t 
have to foot the bill. They leave that 
detail to the people—and arrange for 
it through taxes. 

That’s one reason why, as econo- 
mists have computed, more than 20 
per cent of our national income goes 
into taxes—national, state and local. 
That’s what statisticians have in 
mind when they tell us that the 
citizen who hasn’t got a political 
job labors one day out of five to help 
support those who have. 

When we realize these things, and 
insist that the politicians devote 
themselves to efficiency in govern- 
ment, rather than patronage, another 
great stride will have been achieve* 
toward economy-——and recovery.

and Bob Reynolds. 


Stanford was defeated, 20 to 13 
by Alabama last year and 7 to 0 
in her Rose Bowl stand in 1934, 
but Coach Tiny Thornhill and his 
band of Indians are promising a 
different story this year.

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Texas Centennial Fair 
Building Being Rushed 


DALLAS, Texas, Nov. 27.—Forty 
thousand dollars a day is going 
into payrools and material at the 
huge grounds of the Texas Cen- 
tennial Exposition here. 

This huge expenditure will be in- 
creased as the drive to complete 
the mammoth buildings of the Ex- 
position reaches its full swing in 
December. 

Where 1,000 men are now work- 
ing, there will be 5,000 by January 
1, according to W. A. Webb, the Ex- 
position manager. 

Soaring bank statements already 
reflect the pressure of this addit- 
ional emplayment. These figures 
are far above those of 1934. Bank- 
ing experts expect them to go still 
higher as the tourist swing starts 
with the opening of the Exposition 
June 6. 

Construction of six buildings, in- 
volving when completed an expend- 
iture of close to $3,000,000, has start 
ed on the Exposition grounds. 

By June 6 the Southwest’s suc- 
cecssor to the Century of Progress 
—an up-to-date, improved version 
of that great exhibition at Chicago 
—must be completed, and at a cost 
of $10,000,000. 

Real estate men estimate this 
$10,000,000 expenditure will be fully 
justified, with the groups projects 
having a tangible value of more 
than $20,000,000 when finally fiin- 
ished.

Many Highway Projects 
bet Federal Sanction 


Three federal agencies have ap- 
proved a program of 50 Federal 
Works Highway projects recom- 


Hopkins, Chairman of the Califor- 
nia Highway Commission. 

The projects provide for expen- 
diture of 78 per cent of the federal 
funds allocated for distribution for 
improvement of State highways, 
feeder roads, and streets in cities 
or metropolitan areas. 

Federal regulations governing 
the expenditures of the funds re- 
quire that at least 25 per cent 
shall be applied to county or feed- 
ec roads not on the Federal aid 
or State highway systems and at 
least 25 per cent to city streets 
or roads in metropolitan areas. 

Projects included in this pro- 
gram will provide approximately 
4,300,000 man hours of work, or 
in simple terms; 5,300 men will 
be employed for a full 6 months 
period. 

Ilederal Emergency relief pro- 
jects on State Highways include 
work in Mendocino, Lassen, Te- 
hama, Shasta, Modoc, Plumas, 
Butte, Sacramento, Placer, Santa 
Cruz, Sonoma, San Joaquin, Tuo- 
lumme, Stanislaus, Monterey, San 
Luis Obispo, Santa Barbara, San 
Benito, Kern, Ventura, Orange, 
San Bernardino, Inyo, Riverside 
and Imperial Counties.

Council Gets Newhere 
In Street Work Hearing 


At a packed house meeting held 
in the council chambers of the city 
council last Tuesday night, the 
members of the board got nowhere 
in the principal matter that came 
up for their attention, the fore- 
closure on property delinquent for 
the payement of street work bonds. 

A large crowd of taxpayers were 
in attendance at the meeting and 
strongly urged that foreclosure pro- 
cedings be started at once. The idea 
of paying a heavy tax to pay for 
some elses’ street work after they 
had paid for their own did not go 
down well with the crowd. 

The city attorney was sadly miss- 
ed by the councilmen, he being de- 
tained at home with a cold. This, 
however, did not deter the room 
full of taxpayers from voting in a 
decided manner for immediate act- 
ion. 

Taxes amounting to 75 cents on 
the hundred dollars is to be collect 
ed to pay the delinquent bonds of 
the 1930-31 street improvements, 
and some of this delinquency ex- 
tends over a period of five years. 
At present street bonds have de- 
faulted to a total of $18,000, with 
$10,000 additional faling due in the 
immediate future. 

The matter will again be taken 
up at the next meeting of the city 
council.

Octoher Gas Tax 
Receipts Break Record 


Smashing all previous records, 
California gasoline taxes for Oc- 
tober amounted to $4,437,321.92, 
according to announcement made 
in Sacramento today by R. E. Col- 
lins, of Redding, Chairman of the 
State Board of Equalization. This 
marked a gain of $1,016,941.96, or 
29.73 per cent over the corres- 
ponding figure for the same month 
of last year. 

Commenting on the  unprece- 
dented amount of gasoline sold 
last month, Collins said: 

“Never before has there been 
so large a taxable gallonage of 
motor vehicle fuel distributed in 
any one month since the gasoline 
tax was inaugurated twelve years 
ago. It means that during October 
gasoline taxes were accruing at 
the rate of $143,139 a day. 

“If sales should continue at this 
rate for the balance of the year, 
the total tax for 1935, even after 
allowing for seasonal decline dur- 
ing winter months, will be $44,- 
500,000, or approximately $2,875,- 
000 more than the tax assessed 
in 1931, which was the largest 
annual figure previously recorded, 

Anticipating that such an esti- 
mate might be regarded as too 
optimistic, Collins pointed out that 
for the past several months the 
trend in gasoline taxes has shown 
a steady gain. “Since last April, 
the tax for each month has been 
greater than the tax for the cor- 
responding month of 1934,” he 
said. “Unless there is an unex- 
pected slump, the November and 
December taxes this year ought 
to swell the 1935 total to a figure 
at least approaching $44,500,000. 

“Because gasoline taxes are 
based on gallonage sold regard- 
less of price, they afford an ex- 
cellent barometer of business con- 
ditions and I am convinced from 
the returns for the past few 
months that there has been sub- 
stantial improvement in Califor- 
nia trade.”

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Double Taxes For Autos). 
For The Coming Year 


California motcrists will have 
to pay double taxes on their cars 
for the first six months of 1936, 
as a result of a tax imposed by the 
legisiature at its last session. The 
new levy amounts to $1.75 per 
$100 valuation on the _ vehicle. 
Property taxes on autos have al- 
ready been paid for the first six 
months of 1936. 

In addition, of course, will be 
the license plate fee, which will be 
due soon. The 1936 plates, com- 
bining black numerals on an 
orange background, are _ being 
made at an Oakland plant and will 
be completed within a month. The 
plant is turning out 2,250,000 pairs 
of them, at an approximate cost 
of $200,000. 

Before drivers can obtain their 
plates they must have paid the 
new assessed valuation tax. This 
fee will be in lieu of the personal 
property tax collected heretofore. 

While the valuation of automo- 
biles will be established by the 
State Board of Equalization, and 
the new tax fees will be paid to 
the state, 25 per cent of the 
amount collected will be distri- 
buted to cities and 1214 per cent 


to counties, the remainder going 
to the state. Distribution to cities 
and counties will be based on 
population. 

According to a State Board of 
veterans 
exemption on pay-

This is contrasted with September

in turn $32,365.34 less than the 
August figure, according to Orfa 
Jean Shontz, Los Angeles, Mem- 


| ber of the State Board of Equal- 


ization, in whose office the assess- 
ments are made. 

“Aside from seasonal fluctua- 
tion in beer consumption,” said 
Miss Shontz, “the amount of wine 
subject to the State tax has 
shown substantial gain. Thus dur- 
ing October there were 2,001,921 
gallons of still wine taxed, as 
contrasted with 1,656,570 gallons 
during the month previous. 


“Champagne and_ sparkling 
wines registered even greater 


gains. In September we taxed 83,- 
772 pints of these beverages, while 
the assessment roll for October 
which has just been completed 
shows a corresponding figure of 
151,164 pints. At the rate of 20 
cents a pint, the tax from this 
source for last month will amount 
to $4,534.92, marking an increase 
of 80.44 per cent over the revenue 
for September.” 

When the taxes on still wines 
and beer, at 2 cents a gallon, arc 
compared with similar levies for 
October of last year, a gain of 
5.8 per cent is disclosed. Accord- 
ing to statistics compiled by Miss 
Shontz, there were 7,553,555 gal- 
lons of beer and wine assessed a 
year ago, for a total tax of $151,- 
071.10, as against 7,867,536 gal- 


lons taxed at $157,350.72 last 
month. 
“Following earlier experience, 


beer continues to be responsible 
tor the bulk of the tax,” com- 
mented Miss Shontz. “October fig- 
ures show that 79 per cent of the 
total gallonage subject to the 2- 
cent levy was beer, while only 21 
per cent was still wine. Spark- 
ling wine is not included in the 
gallonage figures because it is 
taxed on the basis of pints sold.” 

Preference for local brews and 
vintages continues as in the past. 
Only 7.25 per cent of the gallon- 
age taxed is assessed on imported 
beer, while less than half of one 
per cent of that tax is on imported 
wine. California sparkling wines 
enjoy substantiai preference, a! 
though not to such a marked de- 
gree. Out of the total of 151,164 
pints taxes last month, 126,229 or 
83.5 per cent, were of local vint- 
age.

Editor’s Note:—We have received 
a few queries, asking why we 
print so many automobile driving 
caution articles. It is our belief 
that people who read and heed 
these articles will appreciate the 
efforts we have put forth. 

It is just as important for mo- 
torists to watch for and obey traf- 
fic signs as it is for the safe move- 
ment of trains.

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Galifornia Potato Pro- 
ducers File Applications 


California potato producers are 


now completing the fillinE out of 
applications for their 1936 sales 
quota in order to obtain tax ex- 


emption stamps to cover these 
quotas, in accordance with the 
provisions of the Potato Act. Tax 
exemption stamps sufficient to 
cover the sales allotment of each 
grower will be issued prior to the 
beginning of the marketing year. 

Individual sales allotments for 
the 1936 crop, as provided in the 
Potao Act, will be made on the 
basis of the past saies history of 
the farm and the grower. New 
growers will be given allotments 
from a reserve set aside for this 
purpose. After grower applications 
have been filed, the state sales 
allotment will be apportioned to 
counties by a state committee of 
growers. These county allotments 
will then be apportioned to indiv- 
idual growers by the county grow- 
er committee. 

The Potato Act provides that 
growers with allotments not ex- 
ceeding five bushels will be ex- 
empt from any adjustment in their 
production. Growers whose allot- 
ments are above five bushels will 
be subject to such adjustment as 
may be necessary to bring the to- 
tal sales of growers in the county 
within the county allotment. 

Provisions may be made under 
the Potato Act for the transfer 
of tax exemption stamps to enable 
growers who have exceeded their 
quotas to obtain additional stamps 
from growers who have not pro- 
duced sufficient potatoes to fill | 
their sales quota. This plan would # 
tend to act as a form of crop in- 
surance for growers whose yields;

The lives of three San Franclis- 
cans were snufied out as the re- 
sult of eating food prepared with 
baking soda containing a deadly 
poison, purchased in bulk from a 
cut-rate store, while the lives of 
hundreds of others were periled. 
City health officials traced the 
source of the poison to a barrel of 
Jethal sodium fluoride which had 
been negligently mixed with sev- 
eral barrels of salvaged soda, 
Each half-teaspoonful contained 
enough poison to kill an ordinary 

person. 


The first 25 million decalecomania 
\Mquor stamps, bought from a Chi- 
cago firm over the protest of Cali- 
fornia labor, arrived in Sacramento 
‘while a State Supreme Court action, 
‘brought by the San Francisco 
\Printers Board of Trade, is pend- 
ing, seeking to invalidate the Chi- 
cago contract. The bill of $107,500 
for 150 million stamps was several 
times as high as the price offered 
\by several California bidders.

| SACRAMENTO—California drink- 
ers are showing an increased pref- 
erence for wine. This came to light 
‘in the monthly report of the Board 
‘of Equalization on beer and wine 
tax revenues. During October the 
state received taxes on 2,001,921 
gallons of wine, compared with 1,- 
656,570,in Septembey, the report said. |

To Preserve Delicate Taste 

Any fruit served with this re-

cious. However, if a strictly pine- 
apple flavor is desired, omit the 
fruit and garnish with whipped 
cream to which macaroon crumbs 
have been added. Or a spoonful 
of macaroon crumbs may be 
placed in each mold before filling 
with the mixture. When unmolded 
the crumbs will be on top and 
no further garnish needed.*
